The Demand for a Reduction of 
Taxation Growing. 

The Surplus--Payment of Bonds--Gold and 
Silver--National Museum. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, October 12.—It is evident 
that a vigorous attempt is to be made next 
winter for a reductionof taxes. the present 
indications are that the surplus of Govern- 
ment receipts will be nearly $200,000,000 this 
fiscal year. There are but $445,000,000 of 
bonds that can be paid before 1891, and but 
$250,000,000 then. Atthe present rate of ac- 
cumulation the bonds that may be paid be- 
fore 1891 will take but three years’ surplus. 
Those payable at that date will require but 
little over a year’s surplus at the present rate. 
The result of this state of affairs will be a 
vigorous demand from all quarters fur a re- 
duction oh the Internal Revenue 
taxes, The experience of the past ses- 
sion regarding the river and harbor bill 
still lingers in the minds of the people, as is 
shown by the recent nominations and refu- 
sals to nominate, and the indications are that 
the demand for a reduction, both to relieve 
the tax-payers and to prevent opportunities 
for extravagance, will be so great that they 
cannot be resisted. The new tariff schedule 
to be recommended by the Tariff Commission 


will reduce the income somewhat, but not in | :

A County in Virginia Desolated—Two 
Hundred Deaths.

Reselved, That we do not recognize any po- 
litical leaders north of Market street. ey 
do not represent us nor control our wards 
and we want nothing to do with them. 

The resolutions conclude by stating that 
the colored men want the Central comuinittee 
to understand this matter, “the sooner the 
better, as we want some of the rewards here- 
after, as well as the glory.” ; 

It is not known what the committee will 
do with the resolutions. Mr. Freeman said 
that the resolution about the ‘“‘political lead- 
ers north of Market street” was alm 
especially at J. Milton Turner, P. H.Murray, 
Tandy and little Wm. Wilson. ‘They do not 
represent us colored people,”” he said. ‘They 
never associate withus. They stay up town 
and by blowing about their control over us 
they get all the swag. We want the people 
warned that these fellows have no control 
over usatall.

Here “follows the published -aecount of the 
wedding: 

Now, why were we so severe? Here was a case 
of a second wedding. A couple alsoasy married 
by a priest had engaged in a subsequen marriage 
ceremony before a preacher. It was a very grave 
scandal. The parties were highly connected and 
bore an honorable name in the Cathelic commun- 
ity. There were two hundred thousand Catholies 
iu this city with souls to save, every one of whom 
could be affected by the example. There were the 
laws of the church and her great, throbbing, anxi- 
ous heart. There were the clergy whose lives 
are embittered and ministry paralyzed by just 
such occurrences as this. We are charitable; but 
silence under the circumstances would not be 
charity, but the direst cruelty. As St. Paul said 
to the Corinthians whom he had seourged, “We 
are glad not that you are grieved, but that you 
are grieved unto salvation.”

A very sensational burglary oecurred at an 
early hour this morning at W. T. Brophy's 
second-hand store, No. 1001 North Seventh 
street, and if the officers who discovered the 
thieves at work had only exercised a little 
more discretion they would have bagged the 
whole party instead of, as events transpired, 
being badly worsted in the encounter. Mr. 
Brophy’s store is 1001 North Seventh street, 
and is just one block south of the Third Dis- 
trict police station, which gives the oceur- 
rence additional interest and importance. At 
a quarter past two this morning Officers 
Walsh and Johnson, both of whom are new 
men on the force, and Officer Michael, while 
making their usual rounds tried the doer of 


Mr. Brophy’s place and, while doing so, 
Johnson remarked that he heard some one 
moving inside, which caused Walsh to sug- 
est that very likely Mr. Brophy had come 
own stairs and was moving about the prem- 
ises. They agreed, however, to investigate 
matters a little, and the stealthy footsteps 
and dull sounds which were detected upon 
careful listening created the suspicion 
that all was not right and the officers 
decided to _ invest the place and 
if there were thieves at work to capture 
them. Johnson and Michael went to the rear 
of the premises, while Walsh guarded the 
front door. Johnson’s first move in making 
the attack from the rear was to light some 
matches, by whose light he attempted to 
make his way through the yard toward the 
back door of store. ‘The moment he did this 
the burglars, either three or fourin number, 
made a bold dash through the large pane of 
lassin the front door. Here they were con- 
ronted by Walsh, who, in the excitement of 
the moment, seems to have lost his presence 
of mind, allowed them to get by him. He 
pulled his revolver, however, and opened fire 
upon their retreating figures, whereupon they 
stop and returned the fusillade warmly. 
The bullets whistled all round the offieer and 
one of them struck him on the right arm, be- 
tween the elbow and shoulder, whieh put an 
end tothe shooting. ‘The other officers ap- 
eared at this moment, but the burglars 
urned on their heels and ran, escaping into 
the. darkness. Mr. Brophy, who had been 
awakened. by the crashing of the glass, and 
startled almost out of his wits by the shoot- 
ing which immediately followed it, rushed 
down stairs, but did not reach the scene of 
battle in time to be of any service. 

An investigation of the premises revealed 
a condition of affairs which showed clearly 
that the burglary was the work of experts, 
whose capture would have been a very im- 

ortant one. ‘They had entered the back yard 
, the door, which is left unbarred, and 

aced againstit, on the inside, a couple of 
meet A which would serve to indicate the 
approach of any officer from the rear. The 
rear door of the store, which was fastened 
by a very stout bar and staple, was next 
tackled, and here it was evident that, 
after exertions which nearly tore the 
staple from the post, they had 
abandoned the idea of forcible entrance 
and resorted to the strategic device of cutting 
out a panel of the door and passing through 
the opening into the premises. Once inside 
they went expeditiously but carefully to 
work to attain the prineipal object of their 
visit which was to remove Mr. Brophy’s safe 
into the cellar and there to blow” it, that is 
to sey open it up through the agency of gun- 

owder inserted by means of holes drilled in 
its sides. This was no easy job, as the safe 
weighg over 200 pounds, is about four feet 
each Way, and the road to the cellar had two 
sharp and ugly turnsand a steep and not 
over stout pair of stairs to baovereome. To 
secure immunity from noises which might 
cause an alarm, they covered the floor and 
stairs the entire distance with bed-comforts 
three deep which they borrowed from Mr. 
Brophy’s stock. Their precautions enabled 
them to move the safe as faras the head of 
the cellar stairs, and the work of lowering it 
must have been just begun when the ap- 
pearance of the officers spoiled the 
game. A cold chisel and a pound of powder 
were left in the store by the burglars, and a 
British bull-dog revolver, With two empty 
chambers and with its butt stained with 
blood, indicating that its owner had injured 
himself while passing through the broken 
window, was found in the middle of the 
street. Some clothing was also found in the 
store, Which had been left behind by the 
burglars, and from its general appearance 
the officers pronounced that it had belonged 
to negroes. These are the only clews to the 
criminals, but itis claimed that, unless they 
managed to escape from town early this 
morning, they will be captured before forty- 
eight hours. 

rhis is the second time Mr. Brophy’s place 
has been entered, theburgiars on the previous 
occasion succeeding in stealing about $150 
in spoils. Officer Walsh was taken to the 
Hospital, where his wound was pronounced 
to be painful but not dangerous.

Jndge Thayer Dismisses a Husband’s 
Case and Grants the Wife a Divorce. 
Judge Thayer heard to-day and disposed 

of the Barrenpohl divorce case. The parties 

are well-known, and considerable interest 
was manifested in the trial.

The witness 
testified that her husband whipped her and

Mrs. Barrenpohl said that she forgave her 

husband once, and after leaving him consent- 

ed to go back, but the old conduct was re- 

ated, and she was forced to seek the pro- 

‘tion of her parents, The lady’s evidence 
of cruel treatment was supported by the testi- 
mony of several witnesses, and the court dis- 
missed the husband’s case and granted the 
decree to Mrs. Barrenpohi.

Break in a Sewer. 

A sewer at the intersection of Chouteau 
and Mississippi avenues broke this morning 
atabout 7 o’clock. A heavily-laden coal 
wagon was driving along the street car track, 
and when the front wheels struck the break 


they sank out of sight, cutting through a 
slight crust of earth about a foot in thickness, 
which was the only covering to a break at 
least eighteen feet in diameter, and fourteen 
feet in depth. The cause of the break 
was the washing of the unusually heavy 
volume of water whichruns in the Missis- 
a avenue sewer against the walls of the 
C 1outeau avenue sewer, the latter connect- 
ing with the Mill creek sewer at Twenty- 
second street, and is also the one 
into which the first named one 
runs. The wails of the Chouteau 
main are builtof brick and are only nine 
inches thick. The constant washing of the 
water out of the lateral sewer caused the 
wall to give way and form an excavation cir- 
cular in shape and of the dimensions named. 
It is not likely that in repairing it the walls 
will be made thicker and more substantial. 
Ihe aperture is about six feetin length and 
directly in the roadway of the street car line. 
rhe cost of repairing the sewer will be some- 
thing over $2, 600.

The exercises in connection with Webster’s 
Centennial will begin on Wednesday, when 
President Arthur will be received in Bos- 
ton. On that day he will review the troops 
selected for his escort and will hold an after- 
noon reception at Faneuil Hall, and a full- 
dress reception at the Brunswick Hotel in 
the evening. Thursday morning the Presi- 
dent will go to Marshfield as the guest of the 
Webster Historical Society. After dinner at 
Marshfield the exercises in the tent will 

opened y a speech from 
Gov. John DPD. Long. President Arthur 
will then be introduced, and a_ speech 
is expected from him. Stillman B. Allen will 
read Webster's famous “7th of March 
speech,” delivered before President Fill- 
more’s Cabinet when Mr. Webster was Sec- 
yetary of State. This speech, condemned at 
the time by the President as bearing too 
heavily upon the South, is now relied upon 
as a complete vindication of the statesman’s 
wisdom and farsightedness. Governor Bell, 
of New Hampshire will respond for the five 
New England Governors, and other addresses 
will be made by gentlemen representing the 
udiciary, the bar, the merchants and the 

assachusetts delegation in Congress. 

Marshfield was preeminently the home of 
Daniel Webster, anda picture of his house 
and farm can not fail to be interesting at this 
time. When he first looked upon the town it 
was as sparsely settled a hamlet as the most 
retiring citizen could desire. Close down by 
the seashore in 1824, on the Thomas farm, 
stood the old homestead of Capt. Thomas, of 
Revolutionary fame. The house and farm, 
the latter combined from those of the Rovyal- 
ict Thomas and Wiuslow, charmed Mr. Web- 
sterand in I827he bought the place. The

A SALMON WHEEL. 


A Novel Way of Catching Fish on the 
lumbia River. 
Oregon Letter to the New York Evening Post. 

“How are so many fish caught? I haven’t 
noticed any nets.” 

“Nets are of no account now. Go and see 
the snail,” said the Captain, as he bent over 
and ty, bey slowing bell for the Dalles. 

Some time after I saw the ‘“‘snail,”’ and a 
most ingenious, successful, detestable engine 
of destruction it was. The owner had ad- 
mirably planted it just above the Upper Cas- 
cades, on the north bank of the river, the 
south bank being at that point almost im- 

assable to the fish. lt was placed just where 
he swift edge of the current makes a most 
inviting ed Y; through which the salmon 
must naturally “run” on their wayup stream. 
Here the current was about eight feet deep. 
The salmon never swim lower four feet 
below the surface. Erected over what would 
be the entire width of the “run” was a huge 
frame. Suspended within this an immense 
wheel revolved, so adjusted on pulleysas to 
rise and fall with the ch ng depth of 
water. Upon the spokes or arms of this 
wheel, eight in number, were 
fastened as many wire nets, 
each thirty feet in diameter, loose 
and baggy and movable, recombiing im ap- 
pearance the pouch of a pelican. e cur- 
rent itself is the force that turns the wheel 
like an -undershot. Very slowly it goes 
around. The great scoop nets spread lazily 
through the water, one after another, at eat 
the depth where they are most fatal. Their 
arms almost pause and float motionless 
through the stream. But though slowly, the 
great wheel, called from this motion the 
*“‘snail,”’ does move, and with just the right 
tardiness, for as the nets emerge from the 
water they are so filled withthe struggling 
prey that Mr. Williams, owner of one of the 
wheels, pronounced 800 an average catch. 
At the proper angle above the netis turned 
upside down. Its contents are dumped along 
the arm of the wheel towhat might be 
termed its hub, striking: which, they  re- 
bound along a trough to the bank. tis a 
stirring but cruel sight, for there are many 
sinall and unmarketable fish in every “haul.” 
The theory is that these are returned to the 
water and live, but itis like the ‘returns of 
the killed and wounded” after a battle—so 
stunned and maimed are they that but few 
survive. The wheel presents a busy scene, 
and the profits must be enormous; for the 
simple contrivance costs but about $400, and 
requires but half a dozen attendants. ‘There 
are four of these wheels on the river, anda 

entleman ny in the fishing business in- 
ormed me that the calculation was that they 
caught about half the salmon that went up. 
There is a wheel on Bradford Island, above 
Booneville, the work of which has become so 
notorious (not merely killing merchantable 
fish, but In so d0ing destroying a dozen times 
asmany of a size as yet too small for com- 
merce) that the public press has demanded 
its suppression. But all these wheels, as has 
been said, are “the production of a brain 
which aims to live without work.”’ Probabiy 
from 2,500 to 8,000 salmon (for proprietors of 
the wheels are very chary about giv- 
ing actual figures), large and small are 
caught every hour, night and day, of the 
week, save from Saturday to Sunday night. 
Compute the amount. I know of one actual 
catch of 6,400 salmon in a day—large fish, 
suitable for the canneries. 
fisherman stated it as the result o 
servation that about one in ten 
caught were used. 
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all through the season. and then the cannery 
couldn’t take care of all. 

Looking at the descending stream of half 
dead fish literally “‘broken on the wheel.” I 
could not but regard the question for a mo- 
ment in the light of an angler and an econo- 
mist. Meanwhile, day and night, the ‘‘bar- 
barous and murderous” (lam using an intel- 
ligent fisherman’s phrase) “‘snail’’ wheel is 
kept going, and the salmon are literally cor- 
railed by millionsin the very haunts where 
they go to bring forth their kind. Mean- 
while, too, all along the Sound to Alaska, the 
larger part of the fish so plentifully caught is 
wasted, just as the buffalo, were in Montana, 
and the tendency is to the same result—ex- 
tinction. What will become of an industry 
which supports 10,000 men when the price of 
its product has fallen three-fourths during 
the past few years?

Smoking in Russia. 
From the London Globe. 

Tbe smoke which most forces itself upon 
the attention of travellers in Russiais neith- 
er the smoke of the peasant’s isba nor the 
vapor from‘‘flaming towns.” It is the smoke 
caused by the burning of tobaccoin the de- 
batable and much-debated fashion pursued 
in the countries of Western Europe. Here, 
however, lack of power or want of will to 
smoke is well-nigh unintelligible, A man 
who objects to smoking isa much more in- 
sufferable nuisance than the man who insists 
upon smoking. Totell the truth, however, 
neither of these two classes exists in this 
country. The Russians do not divide 
society into smokers and non-smokers; they 
decline to make railway carriages a sort of 
battle-ground for those who love the weed 
and those who do not; they refrain from 
suggesting, either by word or deed, 
that a man’s social — or respectability 
can be at all correctly inferred from his atti- 
tude towards tobacco. The reason of this is 
that in Russia everybody smokes, and pro- 
vision is made accordingly. Save the church, 
no place is here sacred from the weed. The 

apyros is no respecter of domestic sancti- 
tes. Every chamber of every well-kept 
house has its pepelnitsa for the reception of 
cigar ashes. Hotels have similar convenien- 
ces, smoking being practised as well as per- 
mitted in every accessible apartment in these 
buildings. In England the railway traveler 
is left to dispose of his cigar ashes either by 
depositing them on the floor of the compart- 
ment or by disposing of them through the 
window. Inthe former case the result is al- 
ways uncleanliness; in the latter the wind 
sometimes interferes with the smoker’s pro- 
ect, not always to the convenience of 

is fellow-passengers. Here railway 
authorities provide a small box or 
receptacle ineach carriage for the use of 
those who smoke. 
is all the more easy.to deal with in Russia 
for the reason that women smoke as well. as 
men. The Russians themselves—I am here 
giving a masculine opinion of the masculine 
sex—are inclined to disparage feminine in- 
dulgence in the weed and to regard the 
women who smoke as socially “fast.” Itis 
true enough that one sees few women smok- 
ing here in the street. Public use of tobacco 
in the daytime is confined among the female 
sex to the peasant classes. At the same time 
disinclination to be considered “‘fast’’ is no 
roof of a woman’s noe gg? to consume 
arge quantities of tobacco. samatter of 
fact the women of the middie and the upper 
classes in St. hs vt are all of them, 
with rare exceptions, inveterate smokers. 
The silver or gold papyros case is much 
more indispensable than a fan to a lady 
mixing in society. Tobe without cigars is 
to be careless of one’s reputation. or a 
guest, lady or gentleman, to decline a papy- 
ros, is one of the most serious social offences 
that can be committed.

LAST NIGHT’S FIRE. 


Mule Stables, a Wagon Factory and 
Tenements Destroyed. 


At twenty minutes after eleven o’clock last 
night a fire was dicovered in the North St. 
Louis wagon manufactory No. 3126-28 Broad- 
way. Analarmwas sent in from box No. 
281 by Officer George Cleveland. The Fire 
Department responded to the call promptly, 
but the flames spread withsuch rapidity that 
a second alarm was turned on at 11:30 o’clock 
by Assistant Fire Chief Gross. The fire 
made such rapid headway that the factory 
with its contents were soon destroyed. 


After leaving the wagon factory the wind 
wafted the flames to the adjoining structure 
on the south, an old dilapidated covered shed 

used for mule pens by Wolfort & Reilly, of 
the Mammoth Stables, and owned by Ash- 
brook. The mule pens were to the fire like 
so many shavings, and in a few moments the 
stables had gone up in flames. The fire, 
driven by a strong southeastern wind, next 
changed its course to the northwest, and be- 
gan its work on the two-story brick 
got No. 3130-32 Broadway, owned by 
Mrs. Schwab, a widow, and occupied by four. 
families. The upper story and garrets were 
literally gutted and the roof destroved. The 
first floors were octupied by Mr. Walther, a 
basket maker, whois only a light loser, and 
Schaffnit, a barber, who had his rooms and 
furniture damaged $500 by water. He car- 
ries an insurance of $400 on his furniture and 
$100 on his shop in the German-American 
Mutual. 

On the second floor the tenants, Chris. 

Wise and Michael Schmidt, lost everything. 
Schmidt has no insurance on his $300 loss, 
but Wise has $500in the American German 
Mutual. The building is damaged $2,000, and 
is insured for an equal amount in the North 
St. Louis Mutual. The flames now leaped 
to Second and Dock streets, partly destroying 
the double two-story brick dwelling at No. 
302 Dock street, owned by Mrs. Schwab. 
fhe damage is $5,000. which is fully 
covered by insurance in the German Mutual, 
rhe building was occupied by Henry Mush 
and Jacob Knebel on the first floor and Mrs. 
Schwab, the owner, on the second floor. 
Mush and Knebel lost considerable of their 
furniture, on which they have no insurance. 
The next structure attacked by the fire was 
the pottery manufactory of Charles Esher, 
which was soon destroyed. The loss is com- 
paratively large, and fully insured. 
_ The North St. Louis Wagon Manufactory 
is the property of C. F. Becker, formerly of 
Gestring & Becker. The factory was a two- 
story structure ahd was totally destroyed 
with a loss of $10,000, which is fully covered 
by insurance. The factory will be rebuilt as 
soon as arrangements can be made. Wolfort 
& Reilly’s loss is light, the mules in the pens 
all being saved.

A Man From Prussia. 


Rpecial Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
WARRENTON, Mo., October 11.—It is an 
old adage thatone should speak well of a 
bridge that carries him over, and therefore it 
is no more than fair to say that the much 
talked of St. Charles Bridge has a more stae 
ble appearance since the late additions were 
made. A crowd of laborers are still at work 
onthe bridge and it will be some time 
before the contemplated improvements are 
finished. Without stopping at St. Charles I 
came on to Warrenton as the geographi- 
cal if not the political center 
of the Seventh District. Warrenton is not 
an engaging town to look atin itself, but its 
position is all that could be desired. After 
passing throngh rich rolling pasture land, 
bordered with gorgeous sumach bushes, and 
after leaving behind half a dozen little ham- 
lets nestling among clumps of forest land, 
one steams into the county seat of War- 
ren. The hotel is at a very con- 
venient distance from the de- 
pot—for the master of transportation— 


and one rides through a lot of country to get 
there. There are said to be 800 souls in War- 
renton and there is certainly room for 800 
more. The town is strung along both sides

of New York City, and niece of a gentleman 
of the same name who resides in_ this 
city, had been sent from St. Louis and de- 
tained by an express company in New York 
City for charges.

With this dispatch on hand a reporter 
called this afternoon at the office of the 
Adams Express Company in this 
city, and interviewed the agen, t}who inform- 
ed him that the telegram was correct in its 
details. He stated that the undertakers were 
Messrs. Cullen & Kelly,of No. 1212 North dev- 
enth street, who had shipped the body in 
question Cc. @& DD. to ohn Ryan, in 
New York, who had refused to pay 
the charges, which amounted to $234 50, 
of which $186 represented the undertaker’s 
bill and $48 50 the express charges, which, in 
the case of a corpse, are always put double 
the regulation fare of a living passenger. 
The agent added that he ha yesterday 
morning received a telegram from the ex- 
press Office in New York, advising him that 
the package had been refused by the con- 
signee. He then communicated with Cullen 
and Kelley, and, being guaranteed payment 
of the charges by them, he ordered the New 
York office to surrender the coffined 
eorpse to an undertaking firm there, with 
instructions to hold it for three days subject 
to order, and to charge the express e%- 
penses back to the 5t. Louis office. 

Messrs. Cullen and Kelley’s place was next 
visited, and Mr. Cullen was emphatic in his 
denial that there had been any overcharge in 
the ease,and submitted the bill which he had 
sent on to Mr. Ryan in New York, which 
was composed of the following items: 
Undertaker’s bill........ 

Paid oo Sisters of t 

a 
Paeking corpse in charcoal 
Removing corpse from Calvary 
Boxing flowers 

The undertaker’s bill, he explained, inelud- 
ed the funeral expenses when the deceased 
lady was last week buried in Calvary Ceme- 
tery, when the ceremony Was conducted with 
hearse, three carriages and other appropriate 
features, and also the cost of the grave. 

Mr. Cullen also submitted to the reporter 
some letters which he had written to the par- 
ties in New York relating to the affair, 
none of which are of _ especial interest 
except one to Mr. John MKyan, the 
consignee, in which the undertaker drew a 
very painful picture of the scandal and sen- 
sation which was caused in St. Louis on the 
oceasion of a similar occurrence being made 

ublic two years ago. He conjured Mr. 
tyan not to allow mercenary motives 
to give rise to such scan- 
dalous proceedings over the body_ of 
one who ought to be near and dear to him, 
As the matter at present stands neither party 
shows any sign of gi ing way, and It is possi- 
ble that the matter maybe taken into the New 
York courts, in which-case the full particu- 
lars, which interested parties are now doing 
their best to keep quiet, may be made public, 
and another detained corpse sensation be the 
result. :

“ork, the firm to whom the body had been 
surrendered by penaienen of the Adams Ex- 
press Company here:

The law of 
New York compels the Express Company to de- 
liver. They cannot hold it as merchandise, They 
have delivered it to us without charges. Shall we 
deliver to the undertaker? Answer immediately. 

Messrs. Cullen and Egan have not yet

THEIR POUND OF FLESH, 


How Chattel Mortgage Mon- 
ey-Lenders Overcharge 
Their Victims. 


Percentages Which Would Make a 
Pawnbroker Blush. 


Specimen Transactions Supplied 
by Unfortunate Borrowers. 


Annual Returns of From 60 to 290 Per Cent-- 
The Usury Business Unveiled. 


Everybody remembers the story of the 
three little girls boasting about their parlor 
furniture. Two of them bragged of the rich- 
ness of its covering, but the third crushed 
her companions by insisting that her ma’s 
furniture was just as pretty as theirs, and, 
besides, the piano had achattel mortgage on 
it. Asa joke this does not amount to much, 
though itis interesting as illustrating the 
strange material from which humorists will 
manufacture their stock in trade. If 
there is anything in the world which is ut- 
terly removed from the realm of humor it is 
a mortgage of any kind, and more particular- 
ly the chattel mortgage. ‘The dismal institu- 
tion of pawn-broking has its comic side. The 
pawn-broker is made the butt in literature of 
many witty sallies; his vernacular nick- 
name isan undeniable evidence of a certain 
amount of popularity; his ticket is not un- 
frequently exhibited by his patrons with 
playful allusions to the cause of the tempor- 
ary stringency and the extreme improbability 
of the pledged article’s recovery, but nobody 
ever heard of a chattel mortgageeor 
applying a jocose epithet to the 
mortgagee or pulling out his copy of 
the legal instrument which has passed _ be- 
tween them and making merry over its pro- 
visions. Itis altogether too cold-blooded a 


document to trifle with, and the man who 
holds the original is equally remote from 
danger of becoming the subject of playful 
sally. The whole business of chattel mort- 
gages is essentially aserious one. Itis the 
process by which the wolf, whom need has 
brought to the door, is at last invited into the 
house, where, once ensconced, his voracious 
appetite for household goods soon makes 
itself apparent in the disappearance of chairs 
and tables and stoves and beds and carpets 
and pianos, nothing coming amiss _ to 
him. it is probably this habit 
of invading the home and _ staying there 
until either the hard conditions of his exit 
are complied with or he is allowed to retire 
With the spoils in his possession, which 
makes the lender of money upon household 
effects a more terrible fellow than the pawn- 
broker who does ail his business in his own 
private office. 

The subject of usurious interest has always 
received attention in the PostT-DISPATCH, 
which, in August last, published a communi- 
cation from a clergyman who had just met 
Withacase of extreme hardship—that ofa 
poor family who, in order * bury two chil 
dren, had been forced to borrow money from 
afirm ot land-sharks at the rate of 10 per 
eent per month. Such an extraordinarily 
usurious charge as this would seem to be, 
necessarily, an exceptional case, but the in- 
vestigations of a Post-DISPATCH reporter, 
who has been on the trail of the land-shark 
for the past day or two, have shown that 

120 PER CENT PER ANNUM 

is not by any means the outside rate at which 
they Jend money, and that where the bor- 
rower has been toolish enough to reveal the 
extremity of lis necessity and his ignorance 
of the business details connected with the 
borrowing of money, a much larger return 
is insisted upon by the money-lenders. In 
his search for those who have had dealings 
with these Shylocks, some of whom, it may 
be interesting to know, wear the gabardine, 
and several of whom are active members of 
prominent congregations, the reporter was 
surprised at the number of domestic 
wrecks which strewed the path he was 
following. Out of thirty-two houses visited 
in search of tenants who, it was known, had 
indulged in the luxury of a loan upon chattel- 
mortgage, only six were found to still occupy 
them. The remainder had either left the city 
or gone to other parts of it, and very few of 
them had left their new address behind them. 
In several cases the reporter was informed 
that a Sheriff's sale had immediately preced- 
ed their disappearance, and in others, where 
the new tenants knew nothing about the old 
ones, application atthe nearest grocery or 
butcher-shop generally resulted in the pro- 
prietor’s frst smiling sarcastically, and then 
remarking emphatically that he only wished 
he djd know where they had gone to. 

There is just one feature about the chattel 
mortgage which may be set down to its cred- 
it, and that is its thoroughly Democratic 
character. It is no respecter of persons. It 
setties down upon the pale satin cushions of 
the Lucas place parlor with as little com- 
punction as it does upon the squalid furni- 
ture ‘of a poverty-stricken hovel 
in -the alleys of Christy avenue, 
andif it rests content with five per cent 
in the case of the aristocratic borrower while 
it insists upon ten per cent or more from the 
humbler victim, itis only because the ignor- 
ance of the latter marks bim as a safer sub- 
ject for the more outrageous overcharge. 

One of the earliest cases which {the repor- 
ter came across, exemplifying the advantage 
which the land-shark will take of the fact 
that his customer’s necessity is only equaled 
by his lack of familiarity with the money- 
lender’s business methods, was provided 
at the residence on North Tenth street of % 
Swedish house-holder, a man who worked in 
the iron mills and who, during the hard times 
of the strike, had incurred a debt, which fall- 
ing due, had brought him to the den of the 
chattel-mortgage wolf. The man was not at 
home, but his wife and the chattel mortgage 
were, 80 that his absence was not particular 
ly felt. The instrument was produced by the 
lady, who said: 

“My husband had a note falling due, but he 
was short $50. We did not know what to do, 
as he knew of no one who would lend him the 
money. He just wanted it for one month, 
and somebody recommended him to go to C, 
F. Betts, a money-lender doing business on 
Eighth street. There was no trouble of anv 
kind, but I think Mr. Betts charged too much 
for the money.” 

The reporter thought so too as he saw the 
canceled note, which the woman produced, 
which was for $61 95—within a nickel of $12 
more than the amount which the man re- 
ceived from the money-lender. A very simple 
arithmetical process’ will show that the 
monthly rate which the Swedish iron-worker 
paid for his money was twenty-four 
per cent, or at the rate of 288 per cent per an- 
num! The securit provided for the loan 
was ample for one three times the size. Gilt- 
edge commercial paper, which are 
giad to discount at seven and con- 
siderably less per cent annum, is not as 
safe as the Swedish bosromera note for 
$61 %, which produced him $50 and had tack- 

ck a 


ed to its ba chattel covering 
fully $150 worth of honsenold, furniture: 
“We paid the note, you see, lady said, 


~ 


“but we could not help thinking that the in- 
terest was terribly high. Don’t you’ 

A couple of blocks further up the same 
street the reporter entered another humbie 
home which had been invaded first by want 
and then by its jackal, the chattel-mortgage 
man. Of course in the first place, the borrow- 
ers of money at usurious rates are in a ma- 
jority of cases themselves to blame for the 

yredicament which places them at the money- 
fender’s merey. ‘There are many exceptions, 
however, and sickness or lack of work is very 
often at the bottom of the trouble. This 
home, consisting of two rooms, uncarpeted 
and containing as _iittle furniture 
as a small family could very well 
get along with, first became acquainted 
with destitution when a six weeks 
sickness of the head of the house, a foundry- 
man, was followed by a three montlis 
strike—a complication of disasters trying 
enough to tax the resources of any laboring 
man. The family had not been long in the 
city—just long enough to gather together 
about © $100 worth of furniture 
—and when a _ small loan, _ with 
which to keep the family supplicd 
with food, became necessity, there Was ho 
help for it but to huntup the Shylock and 
open negotiations. They progressed very 
smoothly, they always doin the preliminary 
stages a the transaction, and finally Mr. 
Betts, not the one who had allowed the 
Swede to have money at a trifle under 300 
per cent interest, but a younger member of 
the firm, advanced the sum of $25 
upon it, receiving a note for 381 90, upon 
which interest was payable at the rate of five 
per cent per month, sixty per cent per an- 
num or more than eight times as much as a 
bank will charge for the use of money 
equally well secured. The money was loan- 
ed May 2, so that the monthly payments of 
interest upon the $25 have already amounted 
to $9, or equal to more than one-third of the 
original amount borrowed. 

UPON LOCUST STREET 

the reporter unearthed a chattel mortgage 
skeleton in the closet of a house whose gen- 
eral appearance, inside and out, was far from 
indicating that its occupants had ever felt the 
yinch of impecuniosity. There is no telling, 
iowever, just when and where financial 
stringency is going to appear, There was 
no apparent evidence of its presence in this 
comtortable and handsomely equipped house. 
There were Brussels carpets, and carved 
pianos, and oil-paintings, and lace curtains, 
and all the other outward and visible signs 
of inward domestic and business prosperity, 
but the records said thata chattel mortgage 
existed, and the head of the house acknowl- 
edged to the reporter that such was the case, 
and discussed the matter with the calm of a 
philosopher and with a familiarity of busi- 
ness detail which showed that the transac- 
tion had been enteredinto with deliberation 
and a full counting of costs. 

“I needed money. My circumstances were 
such that Iwas unable to get itat the banks, 
and so I secured an advance upon 
my domestic furniture. Do I know that I 
am paving a usurious rate of interest? Cer- 
tainly Ido; but whatelse can I do? There 
is noinstitution or corporation which stands 
half-way between the bank which charges 
7 per cent and the money-lender who 
charges 60 per cent and over. 
such a corporation, which would be content 
with sayeven2% per cent per month, this 
reduced rate would beappreciated as a boon 
by those who are unfortunate enough to find 
themselves in dire need of ready cash. You 
can see, too, thata large and profitable and 
thoroughly safe business is at th@®command 
of any company organized for the purpose.” 

‘How much are you paying?” 

“Five per cent per month, and I have been 
paying it since last July. The security given 
for the loan in my case is of the very best 
description; itis worth incash three times 
the amount of the loan. Ifa joint stock 
company were to be formed to transact this 
business I should be very glad to pay it at 
the rate of thirty per cent per annum for the 
loantlam carrying, and they, doubtless, in 
view of the ample security provided, would 
be satisfied with a considerably lower rate of 
interest.” 

AT ANOTHER FASHIONABLY 
HOUSE 
in the aristocratic portion of Pine street, the 
presiding genius of the houschoid—a lady 
who is the widow of a lawyer who, in his life 
time, was an admired and honored member 
of the bar—acknowledged, not without evi- 
dent reluctance, that she was the owner of a 
chattel mortgage. Asis often the case with 
ladies who at first profess the greatest. re- 
luctance to speak upon an important subject, 
she very shortly abandoned the cold reserve 
which characterized her earlier allusio&s to 
the mortgage and warmed into positive” elo- 
quence upon the subject. She,as were sev- 
eral others whom the reporter in- 
terviewed, was the client of D. H. Evans, 
a money-lender who does business generaily 
upon a five per cent a month basis, and con- 
sequently does not call down upon his head 
such anathemas as are occasionally hurled at 
the Shylocks who wander up into the ruinous 
realms of ten per cent and over per month. 
Still, the lady in question, whose piano had 
been taken away from her some time pre- 
vious, did not feel very amiably disposed 
when discussing the chattel mortgage topic. 

‘*The loan I am paying interest on now is 
only asmall one,” she explained, ‘‘of #90, 
which costs me $4 50 a ee 5 and I have not 
much trouble in paying that; but ah! my 
nice prano, which cost me $600 two years ago 
and was taken from me because I could not 
keep up the interest upon the $100 which 1 
borrowed upon it—that is what I call a real 
hardship.”’ 

The lady explained that, during a period 
of “‘temporary financial distress,’’ she had 
borrowed $100 and given her Weber piano as 
security. Sicknesscame upon her and busi- 
ness (the lady kept furnished rooms for rent) 
fell off, and, the interest on the $100 not being 
forthcoming, her “beautiful instrument” was 
sacrificed. “I heard,” she added, ‘‘that it 
sold for $250 at auction,’”’ which, 
must have given the money-lender the splen- 
did margin of about $170 profit on the trans- 
action. On her current loan of $90 the lady 
has paid five monthly installments of interest, 
amounting in all to $22 50, and as her finan- 
cial outlook is not of the clearest, the chances 
are that she will go on paying her little $4 50 
a month until times brighten for her, or the 
crash comes and the effects which are the se- 
curity for her loan are swept away. 

From the fashionable portion of Pine street 
to 
THAT GRIMY SECTION OF MORGAN STREET 
which is occupied by colored residents and 
very poor whites is a long step, but the chat- 
tel mortgage was found to be as much at 
hom? in one place as the other. Strange to 
say, the ewe had nosooner done with the 
financial disasters of the refined and highly 
educated lady whorented elegantly furnished 
rooms in the West End than his trail led him 
to a consideration of the troubles of a broken- 
down and miserable old colored woman in the 
same line of business, though, of course, ona 
very moderate scale. Just a little north of 
Thirteenth street the old lady was discoy- 
ered, and it took but very little questioning 
to evolve the fact that not only was 
she suffering from an attack of chat- 
tel mortgage on the furniture, but also 
that she had it very bad, and that, unless a 
miracle happened, a collapse of housekeep- 
in nee the inevitable and not far distant re- 
sult. 

“‘Last January,” she began, “I had a ’tack 
of malaria that kep’ me in bed fo’ three 
months. Business fell off, an’ I had ter 
borry. I went to my grocer on de corner, but 
he ‘lowed he couldn’t do nothin’ for me an’ 
advised me to go to this here man.”’ As she 
said this she handed the reporter a card, one 
side of which read gas follows:

This is a tempting array of figures, and it is 
none the less interesting when it Is stated 
that the valuation of the furniture is that 
placed upon it by the money-lender himself. 

A room-renter on the less fashionable por- 
tion of Pine street, who had for some time 
carried a loan of $346 25 from D. H. Evans, 
had nothing but kind words tosay of him. 
Hie had only charged her seven.per cent dur- 
ing the earlier months of the transaction and 
even as little as five per cent laier. She did 
not think that eighty-four per cent was so 
very terrible a charge; she did know that she 
had to have the money at the time she _ bor- 
rowed it, and the rate of interest was then a 
matter of very minor importance. 

The deserted wife was not unfrequently 
met with by the reperter in his hunt tor the 
clients of the money-lenders. One of this 
interesting class told her tale of woe at the 
door of her very cramped and humble resi- 
dence on Ninth street, near Wash- 
ington avenue. A family j 
had occurred, the husband had got up and 
started for Colorado, but not before he 


| straddled the family furniture with an 


cumbrance $30,ofthe proceeds of which,$26 25, 
had been applied to the purchase of a ticket 
which carried him away from matrimonial 
incompatibility. Upon the $26 25 the desert- 
ed wife had paid $1 55 for five months and 
acknowledged that probably two months 
would elapse before she would be able to lift 
the mortgage.
